As with other outfits that have made 
explorations locally, the location of 
strata favorable to the accufnulation 
of oi! is established by timing echoes 
returned by the strata from an explos- 
ion set off near the surface.

Rice unicipal District was com- 
pleted by the Department ef Agricul- 
ture,’ Veterinary Branch tn regard 
ascertaining if losses of calves in 
this area is the result of Bang’s Dis- 
ease, ‘Dr. Ballantyne, Director of Vet- 
erinary Services of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture sends the 
following report..on the survey. 

“To investigate the cause. of the 
widespread abortions among the cat- 
tle in the Wainwright Municipal Dis- 
trict, Dr, J. G. O'Donoghue, Exten- 
siori Veterinarian, Alberta: Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, took blood sam- 
ples from cattle that had aborted on 
eleven premises in the Wainwright 
Fabyan, Chauvin, Irma and Ribstone 
areas, The test showed that Bang's 
Disease was present on. nine of these 
farms. The cattle that were negative 
were probably in the early incubation 
period and would not react to the test 
A re-test in 30 days would definitely 
prove whether they. were infected 
with Bang's Disease or not. 

The results of the investigation in- 
dicate that Bang’s disease: is quite 
prevelent in the Wainwright Munhici- 


pality. To contro] the disease and 
eventually eradicate it, an extensive 
program of  calfhood vaccination 
should be organized... This shodld be 


to 6 
years new herds will be built up of 
yaccinated cattle with a good resist- 
ance ‘against Bang's disease. Many 
Alberta livestock men have followed 
this proceedure for several years and 
now they have clean herds, Good herd 
management must be practiced at the 
same time, 

Cows usually ‘only abort once, 
occasionally more often, Instead of 
slaughtering these, it is more econ- 
omical to keep ‘infected cattle as very 
few livestockmen can afford to sell all 
there affected cows. Most of them will 
produce more calves which should be 
vaccinated. When they reach matur- 
ity they can replace any remaining 
infected cows which must be sold 
only for slaughter and nét to the 
neighbors. 

Milk from infected cows must be 
boiled or pasteurized before using for 
human consumption. Remember 
Bang’s disease causes undulant fever 
in humans. It can also infect Humans 
through cuts in the hands, so disinfect 
hands well when helping with calving 
cases. 

There is no cure all for Bang’s dis- 
ease, but it has been and can be beat- 
en. Calfhood vaccination is the first 
step. About 1,000 calves were  vac- 
einated in the Wainwright Municipal 
District last years With Bang’s dis- 
ease so widespread every heifer calf 
should be vaccinated for the next few 
years, Mr. Robblee, your District Ag- 
riculturist, Wainwright, is in charge} 
of organizing for vaccinating. You 
must assist by establishing local com- 
mittees or naming key men to get this 
work underway, especially for the 
fall of 1949, By everyone working to- 
‘gether, you cgn do a job of which you 
will be justly proud.” 

Dr.- Ballantyne’s report covers the 
situation. We have Bang’s disease in 
this area. Probably 90 percent of the 
losses in the last few years has been 
4 result of this disease, to stamp it out

From 
the finding of the Provincal veterinary department we may 
properly conduce that infection by Bang’s disease in this dist- 
rict is almost universal . . . at least it must be suspected as 
almost universal. This in itself in rather a serious matter, 
for Bang’s disease can result in considerable losses in stock. 
But that is only part of. the story, for Bang’s diseases in cat- 
tle is spread to human beings as undulant fever 

Undulant fever is not a medical ota 48 It has existed 
and been recognized in tropical countries or many years, 
and is known to be > reg tec ad in the United States. 
Often very unspectacular an 
nose, undulant fever may be suffered in varying degrees. In

But while its poset are often mild, it is a most aggressive 
and hard-to-cure disease, and when it bursts the bonds of 
restraint can result in serious illness.

‘in keeping herds of stock separated, with pasteurization of all 
milk fram doubtful sources appear to be the measures which 
can assure security from the diseases. 
. It. might be well to mention here that other farmyard 
ariimals can become: infected with Bangs, | so the same care 
should be used in protecting them as in protecting humans. 
Fortunately the disease is not spread from one ‘person to 


‘another under any normal circumstances, It can be contacted 


by drinking infected milk, or by infection from diseased ani- 
mals through ‘cuts or other abraisions. ‘

In a last-minute rush before ad- 
journment, it obtained endorsement of 
the principle of a bill giving producer 
organizations authority to’regulate the 
marketing of farm products in inter- 
provincial and export trade, 

The legislation—which obtained sec- 
ond reading with little’ bickering——in 
effect extends the operations and jur- 
isdiction of provincia} producer boards 
to allow them to deal with products 
going to other provinces and to for. 
eign countries. 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner also 
announced that the. government will 
buy up 5,000,000 pounds of honey in an 
effort to stabilize the honey market, 
now almost wrecked by surpluses. 

Prices paid will be 14 cents a pound, 
pasteurized, and 13 cents, unpasteuriz- 
ed, both basis Montreal, 


Significant Moye 

The marketing legislation appeared 
to have particular significance in view 
of the fact that the Anglo-Canadian 
food agreements are for short terms 
and end in 1950, 

It appeared, in some quarters, as a 
method by which the federal govern- 
ment would let the producer$ them- 
selves make future agreements with 
the United. Kingdom and so seek the 
best prices they can, 

As a further interpretation of ‘the 
governmen move, it appeared that the 
government was saying in effect it 
was giving up trying to make food 
agreements with the U.K. because ot 
the fact, some observers believe, tha.

The great new building or factory 
grows with painful slowne&s, But ihto 
it, with every brick that is laid, go 
continuing costs, The bricks will one 
day house vast machines - that will 
produce goods for human needs. But 
who will pay for the bricks, while they 
are just bricks, ready to be laid? Who 
will pay’ the weekly wages of the men 
who lay them and the carpenters ‘and 
plasterers and electricians who follow 
them? Who ,pays for the gap bétween 
the idea and the accomplishment? 


‘The one who pays is, of course, the 
one who can Jook farther than most 
of us. He can visualize the production 
line where now there are only piles 
of mortar, see in his mind’s eye the 
crowd of buyers and work to arouse 
their interest in advance, He knows 
the chances and accepts them, the haz- 
ards of ever-changing human tastes, 
the fluctuations of mi&rkets, the sea- 
sons of good times And bad, He is the 
man who is ready to bet his. judgment 
against that of his competitors-in the 
belief that, succeeding, he will be able 
to make a profit, 


Of course the socialist thinkers be- 
lieve that government can take over 
this function of financing operations 
through these non-profit periods. May- 
be they could there jis little evt- 
dence to prove t they would, For 
one thing, they lack~ the  incantive. 
‘They would cut off competition, so 
they would probably feel that the com- 
modities that they had already provid- 
ed for us were good enough, Why 
should government go into competition 
with itself to create new products. to 
make you and me dissatisfied with 
those we already had? Why should 
they take added risk to give themsel- 
ves no further benefit? Why shoula 
they exert themselves any wav? Thar, 
too often,'is the inertia that overtakes 
the worker who is ‘too sure of his job. | 

One can see small likelihood of any 
govenment's taking the long chances 
that progress entails, We can't blame 
them too much for that.

Is School Teaching a Profession?

+. Gnis aiikp souccing auekisnan ty anker may become qualified to ‘enter 
the Alberta Faculty of Baucation with 
a High School Diploma. This means 
that the very difficult grade twelve 
mathematics and science may be 
omitted. Theoretically, the minimum 
university training period ia two years, 
but actually, due to the continued 
shortage of teachers, this has never 
exceeded one. The second year may be 
takeh at summer school while practis- 
ing in the “profession”. i 


Of course many teachers have com- 
pleted their full university degree 
work. A few Ph."Ds and Doctors of 
Education are in city high schools, 
But a profession tends to be judged 
by the average or minimum attain- 
ments of its members. And that of 
teachers is certainly not high. 

The second characteristic 6f a pro- 
fession is the coritrol its menibers have 
over it. They can do much to limit the 
number admitted in order that com- 
petition shall not become so keen as to 
result in a lowering of remuneration 
and, therefore, of quality of services 
rendered. They havea large voice In 
setting the qualifications that entrants 
must possess, They help determine the 
length ‘of the period of. training. In 
many cases ‘they set the final. exam- 
ination for the degree. 

School teachers’ control of their 
“profession” is practically nil, They 
have nothing whatever to say about 
entrance qualifications, university 
training, or. final achievement. They 
do have representation on school cur- 
riculum committees, but their voice is 
very weak, It is lamentable that prac- 
tising teachers should have so. little to 
say about who may enter and do the 
practising. I am not suggesting that 
this important matter is left to untrain 
ed and inexperienced people. But all 
important decisions are made by gov-~ 
ernment or university employees, and 
not by the membership at large as ts 
customary in other professions. Auth« 
oritarianism, not demodcracy, prevails; 
and a very important element of 
strength and vitality, so essential to a 
profession, does not exist among or- 
ganized school teachers, 

A third characteristic of a profes. 
jsion is the high degree of individual 
liberty enjoyei by its membérs. Pro- 
fessional men are comparatively inde- 
pendent, They do not work under the 
close supervision of overseers, They 
need pay little attention to the whiins 
of the public (though they may suffer 
financial loss for not doing so). They 
are comparatively free of the enfeeb- 
ling influence ‘of government politics, 

In the past ten or fifteen years 
j teachers have made giant strides to- 
ward this freedom. They are no longer 
severely penalized because they may 
displease an influential local citizen 
They cannot have thei contracts ter- 
minated without good reason. Though 
their work makes ‘them, of necessity, 
sensitive to public opinion, that op- 
inion need not cause them monetary 
loss. .Their right to appeal to a Boara 
of Reference if unjustly dismissed ana 
their right to bargain collectively have 
tremendously raised their professiona} 


status. However, they are not as free!’ 


of government politics as self-respect. 
ing proféssional men and women 


suggested that school teachers might should be. The Minister of Education 


be a bit presumptuous in . considering 
themselves members of a_ profession. 
The term “profession” is commonly 
used to designate the occupation of 
teachers, but possibly very loosely and 
with a view to flattering an under- 
privileged group who might otherwise 
resort to trade union tactics. 

As a matter of fact teachers have 
frequently considered association with 
trade unions, but an awareness of a 
difference in social and economic pos- 
itions or a perverted sense of pride has 
always deterred them. Nevertheless, 
they have usually felt that a long and 
difficult road lies ahead before they 
can enjoy the professional attributes 
of the medical, legal and othér true 
professions. 

What are these characteristics of a 
profession that school teaching does 
not possess or possesses only to.a lim- 
ited degree? First, a profession is an 
occupation for which a relatively high 
educational standard and long period 
of training is necessary. To become an 
engineer, lawyer, doctor, dentist, op- 
tometrist, druggist, etc., high school 
matriculation and from four to eight 
years of university education is neces- 
sary. From three to seven or eight 
thousand dollars is spent on such 
trairiing at the undergraduate level. 
To even get admitted to one of these 
faculties it is now necessary to obtain 
grade twelve average marks of 70. per 
cent or better. And after university its 
reached, the casualties are high. There 
are no short cuts. There are no inferior 
degrees of training at which one may 
stop short of university graduation.

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SEED DRILL SURVEY 

A Seed Drill survey will be taken 
this spring in the Municipal District 
of Wainwright No, 61 to determine the 
quality and grade standard of the seed 
being planted. 

At the Agricultural Service ‘Boara 
Conference held ih Hdamonton recently, 
seed grain and cleaning plants wére 
discussed at great length, among other 
topics pertaining to weed control, Live 
stock diseases and numerous subjects 
of Agricultural interest in rural com. 
m es. A large number of Field Sup- 
ervisos and Service Board members 
reported that on the average the sea 
grade standard in their districts were 
at a very low scale, There were a few 
isolated cases where as many weet 
seeds as kernels of grain were being 
plarited, but in these particular cases 
it is pure and simple Gross Negligence. 

Up to the present time I have never 
taken any seed drill samples to speak 
of, and these I have taken have been 
comparatively free of noxious weed 
seeds. There are numerous reports 
coming in whereby farmers are plant- 
ing very low grade seed, and some 
that had never so much as been intro-~ 
duced to a Fanning Mill. The least one 
could do would be to blow the straw 
out, However, a Seed Drill Survey 
will be taken this spring and the re- 
sults published in the local paper for 
your examination, in this way we wil! 
be able to determine the need for cen- 
tral seed cleaning units, either one or

drawbacks to this plantfor hedging 
purposes are: the two to four trim- 
mings required each season to keep it 
neat, and its heavy use of moisture 
for a considerable area surrounding it. 
Growing to a tall tree-like bush. with 
attactive foliage and an abundance of 
yellow flowers In early spring cara- 
gana ‘makes a useful ornamental for 
group plantings and in places where 
quick shelter is required. 

The Pygmy Caragana in contrast is 
a slow growing: plant with a compaci 
bushy habit, fine foliage, is quite spiny 
hardy, long-lived and well suited as a 
low hedge. It is a low growing shrub, 
is used’ considerably in 
plantings and for fronting borders of 
shrubbery. 

A plant that is becoming very pop- 
ular and is fast replacing the cara< 
gana as a low to medium type hedge 
is the Peking Cotoneaster, says H. T. 
Allen, Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, Alta, The relatively slow 
growth with ease of maintenance, 
bushy habit, glossy foliage that takes 
on rich colors in the fall, and clusters 
of black berries that remain all winter, 
make this plant one of the best for 
hedging and ornamental purposes, It 
is exceptionally useful for foundation 
plantings as a specimen, or as a bor- 
der shrub for driveways and lawns. 

A plant that should be used more 
¥) than it is for a low to medium. ever- 
green liedge is the American Arbor- 
vitae variety W'areana. This makes ‘an 
exceedingly attractive herge, is very 
easy to maintain, hardy, long-lived 
and of compact habit, As an ornament 
al it makes a attractive specimen when 
in a well-sheltered location and adds 
greatly to the beauty of the landscape. 

The native White Spruce with its 
dense habit of growth and long life, is 
unexcelled as a tall evergreen hedge 
and is best used ‘where shelter or priv. 
acy is required, It can be used success- 
fully in foundation plantings for a few 
years, makes an excellent specimen 
tree, and is well adapted to mass plant 
ing. 

Possibly the best plant for a high 
deciduous hedge is the Laurel Willow. 
It is a fast growing willow with dark 
green glossy leaves that retain their 
color’ and remain attached to the 
branches well into the fall and should 
be used in place of the caragana in 
areas of adequate moisture. As an or- 
namental it grows to be a large at- 
tractive tree that is very useful for 
shelter and shade on spacious grounds. 

The. Manchurian, Japanese Tree and 
Hungarian Lilacs are very useful or- 
namentals giving color and variety to 
the landscape as specimens or in mass

SPRAYING WITH 24-D 

Since weeds are easier to kill with 
2,4-D when they are very young, ana 
since they acquire varying degrees of 
resistance as they approach maturity, 
early treatment is essential according 
to a news letter from the’ Dominion 
Experimental Station, at Scott, Sask- 
atchewan, However, the spraying 
should not be done too early as cereal 
crops tend to show some susceptibility 
to 2,4-D until they have been up 
through the ground for a period of 
not less than three weeks, Flax, on the 
other hand, develop resistance soon 
after emergence and treatment should 
preferably be made as soon as the 
flax plants have formed four or five 
leaves. Treatment after cereals are in 
the shot blade stage or flax in the bud 


| stage is not recommended. The applic- 


ation of 2,4-D to’flax in the bud stage 
is liable to result in severe reduction 
in seed setting and crop yields. 
Weeds are most easily killeq soon 
after their emergence. Of the common 
annuals wild mustard, stinkweed, 
tumbling and ball mustard, are very

TREATING SHED GRAIN 

Not one bushel of grain for seed 
should remain untreated this spring 
according to W. Lobay, supervisor of 
crop protection, Alberta department of 
agriculture. Besides being cheap and 
easy to apply, tie cohtinued, many seea 
disinfectants or fungicides not only 
control certain cereal smuts, but in- 
crease germination by controlling some 
of the soil borne, diseases. . Organic 
mercuric dust such as ceresan and ley 
tosan should be used at the rate of 
half an ounce per bushel of seed. Ex~ 
cessive rates should be avoided since 
seed may be injured-if too much chem 
ical is used, 

Dry grain may be treatea any time 
now, stated Mr. Lobay. Barley ana 
oats are best treated at least two 
weeks before seeding. Damp grain, hy 
continued, should not be treated untit 
shortly’ before seeding but there shoulda 
be a periog of at least 24 hours bet~ 
ween treating and planting. Masks 
should be worn while treating grain 
to prevent the inhaling of poisonous 
dusts,

top growth of, perennials such as Can- 
ada thistle, perennial sow thistle, wild 
morning glory and field bindweed, can 
be controlled successfully in growing 
crops by treating’ as soon as these 
weeds have emerged. Recommended 
rates of application for top growth 
control of perennials are from four to 
eight ounces of 2,4-D acid. per acre. 
Under poor growing conditions such 
as drouth, combined with extermely 
hot .of cold weather, a heavier rate 
should be used.
